based Edney said. 

“I hope that this is a new 
start for Omar, an opportun¬ 
ity for people to see him as he 
really is — as someone who 
poses no threat to Canada, 
someone who has no radical 
viewpoints.” 

The transfer allows Khadr 
to be closer to his lawyer and 
should ease concerns about 
any negative influence from 
his family in Toronto, some 
of whom expressed sympathy 
for al-Qaida several years ago. 

The maximum-security Ed¬ 
monton Institution is home to 
about 225 inmates. 

The Toronto-born Khadr, 
26, was transferred to Canada 
last September to serve out 
the remainder of an eight-year 
sentence handed down by an 
American militaiy commis¬ 
sion for war crimes he plead¬ 
ed guilty to committing as a 
15-year-old in Afghanistan. 


He spent the next sev¬ 
eral months in segregation 
in Millhaven penitentiaiy 
west of Kingston, Ont., clas¬ 
sified as a maximum-security 
inmate even though he was 
considered minimum security 
before leaving Guantanamo. 

Khadr was finally allowed 
onto the range in Februaiy. 
In March, prison authorities 
asked him to work on the 
food line, handing out pieces 
of butter to other prisoners. 
When an inmate asked for 
more than was allowed, Khadr 
refused. 

“This guy threatened to 
stab Omar,” Edney said in an 
interview. 

As a result, authorities 
moved him back to strict 
solitary confinement, where 
he remained isolated in his 
cell for at least 23 hours a day 
ostensibly for his own protec¬ 
tion.

Former Guantanamo detainee 
Omar Khadr woke up in an Al¬ 
berta prison Wednesday after 
months stuck in isolation at a 
penitentiaiy in Ontario where 
an inmate had threatened his 
life, The Canadian Press has 
learned. 

Khadr was flown to the Ed¬ 
monton Institution Tuesday, 
potentially ending a situa¬ 
tion in which he had been 
deprived of prison program¬ 
ming that complicated efforts 
to seek parole, his lawyer Den¬ 
nis Edney confirmed. 

“Hopefully, this is a posi¬ 
tive step in his long journey 
to freedom,” the Edmonton-

Many surgical suites 
closed for summer 
as part of new AHS 
business plan 


Patients face bed closures and 
possibly longer waits for sur- 
geiy as the province works to 
make the system leaner and 


more efficient, Alberta Health 
Services announced. 

CEO Dr. Chris Eagle told a 
news conference that many 
surgical suites are closed for 
six weeks over the summer, 
but that may soon be in¬ 
creased to 10 weeks. 

“Obviously there’s a trade¬ 
off there. If you have more 
closures, you’re potentially 
having a longer wait list, so 
we’re going to have to watch 


that veiy carefully,” said Eagle. 

The surgeiy change is one 
of a number of options Al¬ 
berta Health Services, or AHS, 
announced in its new 2013-16 
business plan. 

One goal is to find $220 
million in savings in the up¬ 
coming year to be redirected 
into critical areas such as com¬ 
munity and emergency care. 

The plan is to increase

Zombies want brains. 

But what they don’t want, 
at least according to a new 
campaign, is denser, more sus¬ 
tainable urban development. 

The campaign, housed at 
zombie-wall.com, aims to get 
Edmontonians to think about 
how much easier a denser, 
more transit-oriented Edmon¬ 
ton would be to defend. 

Yuri Wuensch, a con¬ 
cerned citizen behind the

The 22-year-old woman, 
whose name was not 
revealed in state media 
reports, confessed to police 
when they asked her to 
undergo a medical checkup.

A Soyuz capsule cariying an 
American, Russian and Ital¬ 
ian successfully docked Wed¬ 
nesday with the International 
Space Station, where the new 
crew will spend six months 
conducting a variety of ex¬ 
periments. 

The docking took place at 
10:10 p.m. on Tuesday, less 
than six hours after the Rus¬ 
sian spacecraft lifted off from 
the Baikonur Cosmodrome, 
which Russia leases in Kaz¬ 
akhstan. 

Live footage provided by 
NASA TV showed it soar¬ 
ing into the clear night sky. 
About four minutes later, the 
announcer said the Soyuz 
was travelling at about 7,500 
kilometres per hour. 

The cramped capsule 
carrying NASA’s Karen 
Nyberg, Russian cosmonaut 
Fyodor Yurchilchin and Italy’s 
Luca Parmitano orbited the 
Earth four times before dock¬ 
ing with the space station. 

After docking, two hours 


passed before pressure equal¬ 
ized between the capsule and 
the station, allowing safe 
entry. 

The three new arriv¬ 
als were greeted by NASA’s 
Chris Cassidy and Russians 
Alexander Misurlcin and the 
station’s commander Pavel 
Vinogradov, who have been 
aboard the space station 
since late March. 

“It was a pretty cool ride,” 
Nyberg said upon arrival. 

Yurchilchin, 54, is a vet¬ 
eran of three previous space 
flights, while the 36-year-old 
Parmitano, a former test pi¬ 
lot, is making his first trip 
into space. Nyberg, 43, spent 
two weeks in space in 2008 
as part of a U.S. space shuttle 
crew. 

Shortly after their arrival, 
the incoming team spoke via 
video link with their relatives 
and officials back in Baiko¬ 
nur. Parmitano’s mother 
wept throughout the chat 
with her son.

A retired Quebec judge 
sentenced to life in prison 
for murdering his wife has 
failed to have his conviction 
overturned. 

The Quebec Court of Ap¬ 
peal announced Wednesday 
it has dismissed an appeal 
by Jacques Delisle, who was 


found guilty last June of 
first-degree murder. 

Delisle, who spent nearly 
a quarter-century on the 
bench, is believed to be the 
first Canadian judge to ever 
stand trial for murder. 

A jury found him guilty 
in the shooting death of 
Marie-Nicole Rainville in 
November 2009. 

Delisle maintained his 
wife was in poor health and 
that her death was a suicide. 
She died of a bullet to the

MPs, parties face 
big CRTC fines 



Robocalls. Regulator 
dishes out $ 369,000 
in penalties after 
investigation into 
campaign practices 


Political parties, elected of¬ 
ficials and the telemarketer 
used by the elusive “Pierre 
Poutine” to make fraudulent 
telephone calls during the 
2011 federal election have 
been slapped with hefty fines 
for brealdng the rules for ro¬ 
bocalls. 

The CRTC made the an¬ 
nouncement Wednesday that 
it has dished out $369,000 in 
penalties as part of an inves¬ 
tigation into the use of robo¬ 
calls. The regulator also hint¬ 
ed that more fines are coming. 

The federal Conservatives 
and NDP, Ontario’s Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives, Alberta’s 
Wildrose Party, Liberal MP 
Marc Gameau, Conservative 


MP Blake Richards and Ed¬ 
monton-based RackNine Inc. 
were all fined for various of¬ 
fences. 

The penalties run from a 
few thousand dollars for Gar- 
neau up to $90,000 for Wil¬ 
drose — the largest amount 
ever levied against a political 
party. So far, the regulator 


says, Wildrose, the Ontario 
Conservatives, the NDP, 
RackNine and Garneau have 
all paid their fines. 

The federal Conserva¬ 
tive party, which was fined 
$78,000, and Richards, who 
was fined $14,400, have yet to 
pay and have 30 days to do so.

Police arrested a Disneyland 
employee on suspicion of 
putting a so-called dry ice 
bomb in a theme park trash 
can, where it exploded, au¬ 
thorities said Wednesday. 

No one was injured in the 
small blast, but Disneyland 
briefly evacuated the Mick¬ 
ey’s Toontown section where 
Tuesday’s incident occurred. 

Christian Barnes, 22, was 
arrested just hours after the 
blast for investigation of pos¬ 
sessing a destructive device, 
Anaheim police Sgt. Bob 
Dunn said in a statement. 

It wasn’t immediately 
clear how police connected 
Barnes to the blast, and 
Dunn did not return calls. 
Police had said they would 
scrutinize social media and 


surveillance footage. 

Disneyland spokes¬ 

woman Suzi Brown released 
a statement Wednesday say¬ 
ing Barnes will be suspended 
or fired. 

Barnes, who worked as 
an outdoor vendor, was held 
on $1 million bail and is co¬ 
operating with investigators, 
Dunn said. 

Detectives found frag¬ 
ments of a water bottle in 
the trash can and believe 
Barnes placed dry ice inside 
it to create the explosion, 
the police spokesman said. 

The devices could cause 
injuries to those nearby 
if the built-up pressure is 
high enough, including cuts 
from flying bottle shards, 
said John Goodpaster, an

Belarusian beavers attacking humans 



Rampaging rodents. 

Man dies of bite 
wounds after trying 
for photo; beavers can 
weigh up to 30 kg 


The fisherman wanted his 
photo shot with a beaver. 


The beaver had other ideas: 
It attacked the 60-year-old 
man with razor-sharp teeth, 
slicing an artery and causing 
him to bleed to death. 

It was the most serious in 
a string of beaver attacks on 
humans in Belarus, as the 
rodents have turned increas¬ 
ingly aggressive when con¬ 
fronted by humans after wan¬ 
dering near homes, shops 


and schools. 

“The character of the 
wound was totally shocking 
for us medical professionals,” 
recalled village doctor Leonty 
Sulim. “We had never run into 
anything like this before.” 

Once hunted nearly to ex¬ 
tinction in Europe, beavers 
have made a comeback as 
hunting was banned or re¬ 
stricted and new populations 


were introduced. 

In Belarus, a former 
Soviet nation between Rus¬ 
sia and Poland, the beaver 
population has tripled in the 
past decade to an estimated 
80,000, according to wildlife 
experts. That has caused bea¬ 
vers increasingly to wander 
into populated areas, creating 
more grounds for conflict.

Trial begins in 
death of soccer 
linesman 

The trial of seven teenagers 
and an adult charged with 
manslaughter after an at¬ 
tack on a volunteer football 
linesman at a youth match 
began on Wednesday. 

Richard Nieuwen- 
huizen’s death shocked the 
soccer-crazy Netherlands 
and prompted soul-search¬ 
ing about the parenting of 
young athletes, as well as 


about violence in the sport. 

The hearing in Lelystad, 
Netherlands, is mostly 
closed to the media due to 
the young age of most of 
the suspects. 

It began with testimony 
from four different foren¬ 
sic experts debating the 
exact cause of Nieuwen- 
huizen’s death. 

The fatal incident took 
place on Dec. 2 in the 
northern Dutch city of 
Almere. The trial is due 
to run five days, with 60 
witnesses.

Detroit. Cop goes on trial

Police accompanied by a 
reality-TV crew fired a stun 
grenade through a window as 
they raided a Detroit home in 
search of a murder suspect. A 
gunshot then went off inside, 
fatally striking a seven-year- 
old girl in the head while she 
slept on a couch. 

Now three years later, Of¬ 
ficer Joseph Weekley goes on 
trial in the death of Aiyana 
Stanley-Jones. Juiy selection 
started Wednesday. 

Weekley, charged with 
involuntary manslaughter, 
is accused of acting with 
gross negligence when he 
didn’t prevent his gun from 
firing during the chaos that 
followed use of a “flash- 
bang” device. 

The shooting shocked De¬ 
troit. Co-operation between 
police and the reality show, 
The First 48, was banned in 
the aftermath, and the chief 
soon resigned at the mayor’s 
request when it was revealed

Nine North Korean defect¬ 
ors have been forced to re¬ 
turn to their countiy from 
China after being captured 
in Laos, a news report said 
Wednesday.

were flown home Tuesday 
despite a request from 
South Korea that China 
not repatriate them.

The Hague. Six Bosnian 
Croats convicted of 
persecuting Muslims 


A United Nations court con¬ 
victed six Bosnian Croat pol¬ 
itical and military leaders 
Wednesday of persecuting, 
expelling and murdering 
Muslims during Bosnia’s war 
as part of a plan supported by 
leaders in neighbouring Cro¬ 
atia to establish a Croat state 
in Bosnia. 

The Yugoslav war crimes 
tribunal convictions under¬ 
scored Croatia’s involvement 
in Bosnia’s 1992-95 conflict. 

A majority of the three- 
judge panel says that late- 
Croat President Franjo Tudj- 
man was a key member of 
a plan to carve out a Croat 
ministate in Bosnia with the 
aim of later uniting it with 
his countiy to create a greater 


Croatia, or leaving it as a sep¬ 
arate independent state. 

The court handed down 
sentences ranging from 10 to 
25 years’ imprisonment for 
the six suspects. 

The longest sentence was 
handed down to Jadranlco 
Prlic, former leader of the 
self-proclaimed Croatian 
community and later repub¬ 
lic of Herceg-Bosna. The trial, 
which began in 2006, pro¬ 
vided a reminder of the com¬ 
plex ethnic jigsaw that fueled 
fighting in Bosnia. While 
many cases at the tribunal 
focus on crimes by Serbs, the 
case that ended Wednesday 
highlighted crimes by Croats, 
who are Catholics, targeting

America’s fascination with 
the Rob Ford crack-cocaine 
scandal is showing no signs 
of dissipating almost two 
weeks after news emerged 
of an alleged cellphone video 
that appears to show the To¬ 
ronto mayor sucking on a 


crack pipe. 

NBC’s The Today Show fea¬ 
tured a segment Wednesday 
on the latest developments 
in the scandal that’s engulfed 
Ford’s administration, while 
an array of different U.S. and 
international news outlets 
are covering each and eveiy 
twist and turn in the saga. 

“Any time you have to hold 
a press conference and say: ‘I 
don’t smoke crack’ — not a 
good day,” “Today” co-host 
Savannah Guthrie said of the 
show’s report from Toronto. 

Ford has called the crack¬ 


smoking accusations against 
him “ridiculous” and said the 
alleged video doesn’t exist. 

But interest in the stoiy 
has only intensified in the 
U.S. amid an exodus of Ford 
employees this week and a 
reported tip to one of the 
mayor’s closest staff that a 
young man could have been 
killed in relation to the al¬ 
leged video. 

“Murder Now Part of 
Toronto Mayor Rob Ford’s 
Crack Cocaine Video Scan¬ 
dal,” shrieked a headline 
this week on the Hollywood 


Reporter website. 

“Was Someone Murdered 
For The Rob Ford Crack 
Video?” asked another in 
New York magazine. 

Toronto police, for their 
part, have reportedly said 
their investigation of the mat¬ 
ter isn’t a homicide probe. 

The Atlantic, meantime, 
poked fun at Ford’s denial of 
craclc-cocaine use. “I did not 
have smoking relations with 
that crack pipe,” a post on 
the mag’s website jokingly 
quoted Ford as saying.

The only whiff of con¬ 
troversy came just after Mike Savage was sworn 
in, when he revealed he used his campaign funds 
to pay himself a $ 10,000 monthly stipend for the 
three months after he quit 
his regular marketing job 
to run for office. It didn’t 
contravene any campaign¬ 
financing laws. 


Ottawa 

Mayor Jim Watson, a 
self-described “bor¬ 
ing” mayor, has been 
criticized for engaging in 
semi-frequent “Twitter 
fights” with outspoken 
constituents. 


London 

Mayor Joe Fontana was charged in November with 
fraud under $5,000, breach of trust by a public 
officer and uttering forged documents after 
an RCMP investigation. He is accused of using 
a $1,700 federal government cheque to cover 
a room deposit for his son’s 2005 wedding 
reception. Fontana denies the allegations, 
which have not been proven in court. 


Montreal 

Montreal is currently governed by interim mayor 
Michael Applebaum, pictured, who took power after 
Gerald Tremblay resigned in November 
amid the Quebec corruption inquiry. 
There was testimony that Tremblay 
was aware of his party’s alleged 
illegal financing and price-fixing in 
the construction industry, but did 
w ■ nothing to stop it. Tremblay denies 
Ilf he was aware of wrongdoing.

Sanjay Basu. They mined data 
sets from the past century and 
across the world, and found 
the numbers show the hidden 
cost of health spending cuts. 

“What we learned is that re¬ 
cessions are neutral to health. 
What matters is how polit¬ 
icians respond,” Stockier told 
Metro. “When they make deep 
cuts to vital social protection 
systems it can tom social hard¬ 
ship into severe epidemics.” 

No example is starker than 
Greece, where a 40-per-cent 
cut to health spending has al¬ 


lowed HIV infection rates to 
double. Mosquito-spraying pro¬ 
grams were stopped, and mal¬ 
aria returned after being con¬ 
trolled since the 1970s. Over 
200 medicines vanished from 
pharmacies as budgets shrank. 
“The evidence of a causal link 
is compelling,” said Professor 


Martin McKee of the London 
School of Hygiene & Tropical 
Medicine. 

A less visible mental health 
crisis is also growing. The 
World Health Organization 
report a 40-per-cent rise in sui¬ 
cides in Italy between 2007 and 
2010, with local studies attrib¬ 


uting most to economic issues. 

Stockler’s research found 
that in the EU and U.S. since 
2007, the number of suicides 
has been 10,000 higher than 
historic averages. The author 
denies such increases are a 
normal part of an economic 
downturn. 


A different response 


Iceland 
chose health 
overbailouts 

Not eveiy country chose 
austerity, and no health 
crisis occurred in Iceland, 
where people voted to 
keep healthcare access 
rather than bail out their 
failing banks. 

It also established a 
body to monitor gov¬ 
ernment responses to 
economic problems, and 
Stockier wants similar 
accountability in other 
countries. 

Back in the UK, the first 
lawsuits have been served 
against the government for 
health cuts that backfired 
— meaning the policy¬ 
makers behind austerity 
could also pay a price.

• Social — for emails from so¬ 
cial networks, media-sharing 
sites and online dating services. 

• Promotions — for regular 
mail-outs from retailers, daily- 


deal sites and other businesses. 

• Updates — storage for noti¬ 
fications and confirmations 
involving receipts, bills, and fi¬ 
nancial statements. 

• Forums — for emails from on¬ 
line groups, discussion boards, 
and mailing lists.

Here’s an important announcement for the na¬ 
tion’s frequent flyers: Canada’s airlines will now 
be charging passengers who bring aboard excess 
emotional baggage.

It’s usually one of the hottest 
tickets in town and for good 
reason. 

The event team behind 
the Art Galleiy of Alberta’s 
(AGA) Refineiy events know 
how to keep their parties the 
cat’s meow. 

To those of us on the out¬ 
side looking in, the event may 
seem effortless. But, for those 
behind the scenes, it means 
getting a wiggle on and plan¬ 
ning months in advance.

This Refinery 
really explores that.” 

It should make for an in¬ 
teresting evening considering 
Refineiy events are known for 
their interactive components 
where guests can add their 
touch to an art piece. “Some 
of the earliest ideas I came 
up with involved destroying a 
piano in some way. Although 


I am told that starting a piano 
on fire in the middle of an 
art galleiy is not practical, so 
that was nixed,” says Brown 
with a laugh. “So, we came 
up with some fun activities 
where guests can get creative 
in the instrument playroom 
or create their own instru¬ 
ment at a crafts station.” 

As for the piece de re¬ 
sistance, Brown says, “It in¬

The sun shines from a clear 
blue sky and is reflected in 
the infinity pool that seems 
to flow like a waterfall from 
the terrace towards Sunset 
Boulevard far below. 

“Over there lives Leonardo 
DiCaprio. And next to him 
Keanu Reeves,” says Semi 
Badreddine as he points over 
Hollywood Hills. 

As Avicii’s bodyguard, 
he stays close to the Swed¬ 
ish DJ — whose real name is 
Tim Bergling — 24 hours a 
day. Now he mixes a protein 
shake and disappears into the 
marble villa that is Avicii’s 
Los Angeles home. 

A moment later the 
23-year-old DJ shows up, 
rubbing his sleepy eyes. It is 
four in the afternoon and the 
night — one of his few off 
work — was spent watching 


Game of Thrones. 

“I have no diurnal rhythm 
anymore,” he says, sink¬ 
ing into one of the terrace’s 
white sofas. 

This isn’t surprising when 
much of life is spent on air¬ 
planes between different con¬ 
tinents. 

In one week Avicii has 
been in Manila, Mahno, 
Stockholm and Los Angeles. 

“It got to be too much trav¬ 
elling and taxing for my body 
and my health in general. 
Now we have gone from 300 
to 320 shows per year to 150,” 
he says. 

He has spent most of the 
year in Los Angeles. 

“It has been really nice, 
I’ve had some feeling of 
home. My family and a lot of 
friends have been over,” he 
says. 

Nowadays Avicii is as 
much a businessman as an 
artist. Behind his image is 
Bergling and manager Arash 
“Ash” Ponori. Last year they 
started charity project House 
for Hunger and donated $1 
million to the aid organiza¬ 
tion Feeding America. 

For the DJ, his rise to fame 
was a quick one. 

“I went from living in my 
studio, eating noodles, to not 



being home at all and making 
money. The transition went 
so damn fast, so I have not 
really noticed it. I have not 
spent any money because we 
have been on the road all the 
time. So it feels damn good 
to, when you actually put in 
large sums, they will go to 
charity,” he said. 

And the charity seemed 
like an obvious choice. 

Right now, Avicii’s sold 


out arena gigs have been 
exchanged for club gigs, es¬ 
pecially in Las Vegas. That 
means less hardcore fans — 
and more jet-setters. 

Party culture is part of the 
genre’s success. And many 
still associate it with drugs. 

“It has nothing to do with 
the genre, it has to do with 
the partying. What people 
did at the Hultsfred festival 
when I was 16, people do at 


electronic festivals today.” 

He has cut back on party¬ 
ing himself. The lifestyle be¬ 
came unsustainable, which 
became evident when he was 
hospitalized in New York last 
year. 

“It has become a job and 
for me to take it seriously, I 
cannot keep partying around 
like I did in the beginning. 
Then it didn’t involve as 
much money and that many 


people,” he says. 

Avicii’s debut album, 
which comes out this fall, 
will include collaborations 
for the first time. 

Songwriters such as Mike 
Einzinger from Incubus, Mike 
Shinoda from Linkin Park, 
producer icon Nile Rodg¬ 
ers and Elvis’ hitmalcer Mac 
Davis are involved, but also 
Swedes Salem A1 Fakir and 
Vincent Pontare.

In After Earth, Will and Jaden 
Smith play a space-age father 
and son who crash land on 
our planet, which was aban¬ 
doned years ago and is now 
inhabited by wild beasts.

WS: It started off as a father 
and son stoiy.

So one day, I started wearing 
my pants to my knees.

As summertime approach¬ 
es, people start spending 
more of their days and 
nights outdoors, especially 
for summer dining and en¬ 
tertaining. 

Building a fire pit in your 
backyard creates a focal 
point in your outdoor de¬ 
sign and adds warmth, light 
and ambiance, making your 
space a natural gathering 
spot for socializing, enter¬ 
taining and relaxing. 

With a few tips, Indoors 
Out can help you build the 
perfect fire pit to comple¬ 
ment your social schedule 
this summer. 

Step l: Check building 
codes in your area 

Before you begin building a 
fire pit, make sure that you 
are aware of building codes 
and regulations. Choose an 


area that is away from your 
house and any low-hanging 
trees. You’ll also need to 
take precautions when dig¬ 
ging holes so that you don’t 
hit any utility lines. 

Step 2 : Purchase stone 

Decide on a location for the 
fire pit and determine its 
size and shape. Using these 
measurements, select your 
materials from a stone yard. 
To save time, choose a pre¬ 
sorted premium stone such 
as palletized stone, which 
are uniform in size, shape 
and quality. 

Step 3: Form a circle 

Lay your stone pavers in a 
circle in the approximate 
size and shape of your fire 
pit. Most fire pits are typ¬ 
ically about 36 to 44 inches 
in diameter. 

Step 4: Dig your hole 

Dig a hole about 12 inches 
deep once you’ve formed 
your circle. 

Step 5: Fill with sand 

Pour sand into the bottom 



of the hole and pack until 
its level. 

Step 6 : Lay your stones 

Start laying your wall stones 


around the outside of the 
hole. Continue to stack the 
stones until they are about 
12 inches above the ground. 


Step 7: Fill with sand 

Pour a layer of sand into the 
ring of stones so that it cov¬ 
ers the first layer. This should 
be approximately four inches 


deep. Your fire pit is now ready 
to tiy out at your next get 
together.

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Fish gone wild: Poached Salmon

Wild salmon generally con¬ 
tains “little to no PCBs,” 
says Jeff Morrison, author of 
the Canadian Fishing Cook¬ 
book, and is therefore pref¬ 
erable to farmed salmon. 

If you don’t know which 
you’re buying, ask the re¬ 
tailer. 

1. In a skillet, heat the 
butter over low heat. Add 
celery, green pepper, red 
pepper, fennel seed and 
parsley. Cook, covered, for 3 
minutes; remove vegetable 
mixture from skillet and set 
aside. 


2. Add water and wine to 
same skillet. Season with 
salt and pepper and bring to 
a boil. Place salmon steaks 
in skillet; simmer for 6 min¬ 
utes over low, turning once. 
Add julienned vegetables to 
skillet and cook for another 
2 minutes until salmon 
feels firm. 

3. Transfer salmon and 
vegetables to serving plates; 
sprinkle with lemon juice.
